NEMIES are at work in the United 

States. They hate the American 
system of government. They are taking 
orders from abroad. They are creating 
unrest. They are fomenting hatreds. 
They want to replace our form of gov- 
ernment with some. outworn system 
resurrected from the past. They call it 
“planned economy.” 


In reality they want to put the Ameri- 
can people in a strait jacket. They want 
to regulate every detail of your personal 
life. They want to dominate your think- 
ing. They want to deny you the right 
of worship. They want to take from you 
those freedoms which make life worth 
living. 


They want to abolish our written Con- 
stitution and substitute personal rule by 
arbitrary decree. They want govern- 
ment by men instead of government by 
law. 


In the city of Moscow there is a 
strange university. It has for many years 
conducted courses in several different 
languages. Students go there from all 
parts of the world. The name of this in- 
stitution is Lenin University. 


Every student must be a member of 
the international Communist party. Thou- 
sands have attended from the United 
States. Other schools educate their stu- 
dents to become better citizens. Lenin 
University trains youth to help wreck 
their respective countries. 


The courses taught at Lenin University 
reduce revolution to a science. They 
warp the mind of the student in such a 
way as to render him unfit to live in or- 
ganized society. He becomes an enemy 
of God, an enemy of Christianity and 
an enemy of orderly government. 


The Communist party of the United 
States has for years kept a steady 
stream of recruits going and coming 
between here and Moscow. These peo- 
ple, trained in the technique of revolu- 
tion, are today heading the various left- 
wing movements on American soil — for 
the purpose of undermining our Chris- 
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tian institutions and Constitutional form 
of government. 


They often work from behind strange 
fronts. They appear in unexpected 
places. They use deceptive labels to 
hide their criminal activities. They know 
how to camouflage their schemes. They 
constantly appropriate the name democ- 
racy. They even call themselves 
“friends of democracy.” But their 
definition of democracy is different from 
yours. They are determined to destroy 
liberty. The Constitution stands in thefr 
way. They are therefore trying to cir- 
cumvent or liquidate the immortal docu- 
ment. 


It has been estimated that 40-billion 
people have lived on this earth since the 
birth of Christ. Not more than three per 
cent of this number have enjoyed sys- 
tems of government guaranteeing them 
human liberty and personal rights. Not 
more than three per cent could call their 
souls their own. Not more than three 
per cent could be regarded as free men. 


And this small minority have resided 
in the United States since the year 1789, 
when the Constitution was adopted. 
Liberty exists only where the principles 
of Christianity are accepted and applied. 
Christianity is the soul of democratic 
government. 


Liberty originates in the moral law. It 
Liberty is of 
divine origin. It is rooted in the Word 
of God, the Christian religion and the 
conscience of man. It belongs to the 
realm of morality. 


John Adams said: “Liberty is a moral 
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right derived from the Legislator of the 
universe.” 


Abraham Lincoln said: “Liberty is 
right because Christ said so and Christ 
is God.” 


The men who wrote the Constitution 
knew that they had found, in the teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ, the only safe foun- 
dation—the absolute, eternal, moral 
principles upon which good government 
could be established. 


Today those ideals of the founding 
fathers are being challenged. It is dif- 
ficult to maintain a temperate attitude 
toward people, who deliberately lend 
themselves to the support of atheistic 
doctrines that will destroy human liberty, 
in this part of the world, if not held in 
check. 


As a Minister of the Gospel, I am dis- 
turbed over the large number of pro- 
fessing Christian people who have, in 
recent years, permitted themselves to be 
duped by false propaganda originating 
with Communist sources. Time and 
again in my travels, I have encountered 
Pastors of commanding pulpits, frater- 
nizing and cooperating with those who 
hate Christ, hate the Church and hate 
democratic government. 


I can not understand what such men 
are thinking about! Should the Com- 
munist plot come to fruition in this part 
of the world, their Churches would be 
confiscated. And they themselves would 
have to go the rest of the way and be- 
come outright atheists, or face the firing 
squad. 


I say it deliberately: WE HAVE TOO 
MANY RED PREACHERS DESECRAT- 
ING PULPITS IN THE UNITED STATES. 
Where members of the clergy apostatize, 
Bible-believing laymen have a special 
responsibility. It is up to them — the 
laymen, to preserve the true Gospel 
testimony in their Churches. 

We all recall the history of those criti- 
cal years when the American Republic 


was being developed. The people who 
had preferred a wilderness in the new

MERICA’S MOST SERIOUS Commu- 

nist problem is here at home, not 

in Europe or Asia. But there will be no 

hope of a solution, until the public as a 

whole, learns at least in a general way, 

what Mr. Kamp and other informed lead- 
ers know. 


If there had been organizations like 
the Constitutional Educational League in 
Czechoslovakia to spread enlightenment, 
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the Country would not have broken up 
from the inside. Moscow shackles could 
not have been placed on the people.

Despite 
the smears, persecutions and _ libels, 
impugning my loyalty and patriotism 
that I have suffered and endured at its 
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Europe. 
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hands, I have, up to now, been reluc- 
tant to name the JEWISH GESTAPO...

PACE IS AVAILABLE in this review to 
discuss only two exposures, found in 
the pages of “An Open Letter To Con- 
gress” ... typical of many others that 
could be cited. 











First: 


Mr. Kamp discusses the infamous Se- 
dition trial, engineered by the Under- 
ground in cooperation with the Roose- 
velt administration, for the purpose of 
making it a felony to oppose Commu- 
nism. 


The Gestapo succeeded in keeping in- 
dictments hanging over the heads of the 
victims more than five years. The Case 
was finally thrown out of court by an 
honest judge, who called it “a travesty 
upon justice.” The depth of duplicity 
and deviitry behind this outrageous pro- 
ceeding is almost unbelievable. Mr. 
Kamp spreads the whole thing before 
the reader. 


The origin of the Case is explained. 


| William Power Maloney and John Red- 


don were the original prosecutors. Ma- 
loney was castigated by the United 
States Supreme Court. John Rogge, who 
recently volunteered to become Henry 
Wallace’s running mate, was appointed 
in his place. 


The American Grand Jury has always 
been one of the purest phases of our en- 
tire judicial system. Everything that 
transpires in the room, is required to be 
kept in strictest secrecy. 


Under Maloney and Reddan, this pro- 
cedure was flagrantly violated. Testi- 
mony given before their Grand Jury was 
paraded on the front pages of the Wash- 
ington Post, New York Post, Wichita 
Beacon, PM, and other Jewish-owned 
newspapers. (Mr. Kamp says that 
Reddan is now holding a $9,000 a year 
Government job.) 


Walter Winchell, a spokesman for the 
Gestapo, announced back in those days, 
that “a lot of Congressmen will be in- 
dicted for sedition.” He publicly at 














tacked members of Congress as “dopes,” 
“hams,” “soreheads,” “saps” and “sabo- 
teurs.” He referred to the House of Rep- 
resentatives, as the “House of Repre- 
hensibles.” He made gibes about “the 
so-called sacred portals of the Congress 


of the United States.” 


This was at a time when Communists 
were trying to demoralize Congress, and 
make Roosevelt dictator of a Soviet 
America. 


Maloney and Reddan had an assistant 
by the name of Helmut Oberwinder — a 
German-born “agent of the Secret 
Gestapo, under the name of John C. 
Metcalfe.” 54 


Mr. Kamp says that Oberwinder-Met- 
calfe sent telegrams, containing day-to- 
day reports of developments inside the 
Grand Jury room, to Walter Winchell 
and other leaders of B’nai B'rith Jewry. 


The Committee On Un-American Ac- 
tivities heard what was happening, and 
served a subpoena on Western Union 
at Washington, demanding copies of all 
the messages. An investigator for the 
Committee later delivered them to Chair- 
man Martin Dies. 


Thereupon a mystery man, whom Mr. 
Kamp describes as “a mastermind of the 
Gestapo.” called at Committee head- 
quarters. The Chairman, was out of 
town, and the stranger left this message: 


“I’m Frank Prince. A half hour ago, 
one of your investigators seized some 
telegrams at Western Union. You had 
better get hold of the Congressman and 
tell him those telegrams are not to be 
copied or photostated, and they'd better 
be returned within one hour. He wouldn't 
want to see anybody hurt.” 


The Chairman was reached by long 
distance telephone. He ordered the 
telegrams returned to Western Union 
with instructions to hold them, pending 
further action. 


Mr. Kamp says: “At a later date, when 
another subpoena was issued for their 
production, they had disappeared from 
the safe.” 


This incident is submitied as an ex- 
ample, of the Gestapo being MORE 
POWERFUL THAN THE CONGRESS OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Mr. Kamp publishes two photographs 
of the mysterious Frank Prince under the 
heading, “A Gestapo Mastermind.” The 
following thumbnail biography is also 
given: 


_ “Morris Czech, alias Frank Prince, 
alias W. M. Linke, alias W. M. Earlinger, 
alias Fred Perkins, alias F. T. Ellington, 
originally hid his spy network behind 
the innocuous ‘Information and Service 
Associates,’ financed by an outfit called 





the ‘American Jewish Joint Consultative 
Council,’ organized in 1933 by Alfred 
M. Cohen, Grand Master of B’nai B'rith. 
Later he had an office at the New York 
center of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B'rith. In recent years he has 
made his headquarters in Washington.” 


Second: 


As previously stated, space is avail- 
able in this review to discuss only two 
exposures, of Underground operations. 
Dozens of others are recorded in the 
book. The second, chosen for consid- 
eration, also relates to the so-called Se- 
dition Case. We read: 


"In 1942, the Communists and the 
Jewish Gestapo used the Department of 
Justice, in an attempt to put all anti- 
Communists out of business. Vito Marc- 
antonio, the Communists’ mouthpiece, 
told Attorney General Biddle just which 
‘domestic fascist anti-Communists should 
be brought to justice.’ 


“The Jewish Gestapo supplied the 
names and dossiers on those to be in- 
dicted, and organized the smear. The 
F.B.I. refused to cooperate in the plot. 


“The Sedition Case was born in the 
mind of Miles Goldberg, then head of 
the top Jewish Gestapo, with headquar- 
ters in Chicago.” 


Mr. Kamp then shows how plans 
were made for faking evidence against 
those marked to be destroyed. He men- 
tions Joseph E. McWilliams as one who 
was deliberately “framed.” 


“It is a long story,” says Mr. Kamp, 
“but the sordid beginning can be seen in 
the following report, dated October 6, 
1939, sent by Robert Greenfield, then 
head of the Gesiapo’s New York office, 
to Miles Goldberg at the spy network 
headquarters in Chicago. The report 
read in part: 


“McWilliams was having some 
trouble with the Hackle Press who 
were demanding their money. I in- 
structed our man (Avedis Deroun- 
ian, alias John Carlson) to sell Mc- 
Williams on the idea of getting his 
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printing done by Pete Stahrenberg. 
Stahrenberg is definitely tied up 
with the German-American Bund 
and it would be a much stronger 
link in showing the connection be- 
‘tween McWilliams and the Bund. 
McWilliams fell for it...” 








In other words, the Gestapo had ITS 
MAN, on the inside of Mr. McWilliams’ 
organization, setting traps for him. Both 
McWilliams and Stahrenberg were in- 
dicted three years later on the charge of 
sedition. 


THEIR MAN, John Roy Carlson, later 
published the book “Under Cover,” aptly 
called the “smearer’s bible,” a compila- 
tion of lies from beginning to end — 
which Walter Winchell publicized into 
a best seller over the radio. And thus, 
the American people were duped by the 
Gestapo! 


Carlson is currently touring the 
Country, speaking under B'nai B'rith 
auspices, attacking Christian patriots. 
His most recent appearance was in 
Akron, Ohio . . . where the city police 
refused to give protection when Com- 
munists and Jews tried to break up 
Gospel services held by the Editor of 
THE DEFENDER.

R. KAMP tells in his “Open Letter 
To Congress” how he recently gave 
testimony before the House Committee 
On Campaign Expenditures. He says: 


‘During my testimony, when I first 
mentioned the un-American Gestapo, I 
was asked what it was. I explained it 
was a network of spy and smear organi- 
zations; that its central unit was the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith 
and that its principal sections were: 


“Friends of Democracy, American Jew- 
ish Committee, Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi 
League, American Jewish Congress and 
Market Analysts, Inc.”

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And The Napkin” 








667‘ HEN COMETH Simon Peter follow- 

ing him, and went into the sepul- 
chre, and seeth the linen clothes lie, And 
the napkin, that was about his head, not 
lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together in a place by itself.” (John 
20:6-7). 


The three words which form my sub- 
ject may seem incidental, but I believe 
that a careful examination of the cir- 
cumstances involved will reveal some 
striking testimony relative to the resur- 
rection of our Lord and Savior, Jesus 
Christ. 


In this message I want to lead you 
from the Cross, the place of a skull, to 
the open tomb where the body of our 
Lord had been laid and from which it 
rose in glory. 


As we behold the scenes which took 
place “outside the camp” where Jesus 
hung a dying Victim upon the Cross, we 
will be compelled to say with the Cen- 
turian, “Truly this was the Son of God.” 


No death has ever been witnessed like 
the death of our Lord. When He died 
the temple veil was torn from top to 
bottom, the rocks were rent asunder and 
graves were flung wide open. 


During His agony the sun hid its face 
so that midnight darkness ensued. The 
various utterances from the Cross had 
been heard, and finally the Savior 
yielded up His spirit. He had died, and 
now disposition must be made of that 
sacred body. Two men came to claim 
the body, namely, Joseph and Nico- 
demus both numbered among his 
friends. 


The body was not taken to the home 
of either of these men nor ito a public 
morgue. It was buried soon after being 
taken from the Cross and all that was 
done in relation to it was in strict ac- 
cordance with the law. In the moments 
preceding the burial the body was prop- 
erly prepared. After the manner of the 
Jews, it was wound around with linen. 
Spices and ointment were mingled with 
the linen for the purpose of retarding de- 
composition. The Greeks cremated the 
body and the Egyptians embalmed it 
but the Jews did only as I have indi- 
cated. 
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Hints of the Jewish method of burial 
are seen in various portions of the New 
Testament. Referring to the death of 
Ananias we read, “And the young men 
arose, wound him up, and carried him 
out, and buried him.” (Acts 5:6). 


“Then said Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath she 
kept this.” (John 12:7). 


Mary had anointed Him with “a 
pound of ointment of spikenard, very 
costly.” One of the disciples had com- 
plained and the Lord answered him by 
telling of her faith, and mentioning a cus- 
tom in connection with burial. We read 
of the same custom in connection with 
the visit of the women to the tomb, “Now 
upon the first day of the week, very 
early in the morning, they came unto 
the sepulchre, bringing the spices which 
they had prepared, and certain others 
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with them.” (Luke 24:1). In John 19:39 
‘we learn that there was brought about 
one hundred pounds of spices for use 
if necessary. 


It was the custom of the closest rela- 
tive to close the eyes of the deceased 
and also to shut the mouth and tie a 
napkin around the head to hold the jaws 
in place. A napkin had been placed 
around the head of Jesus. After this He 
was taken for burial on a long board or 
litter and then placed on a stone ledge 
in the tomb. In the case of Jesus, the 
tomb was securely fastened and a watch 
placed in front of it. 


His enemies were determined that He 
should not be disturbed and that the 
predictions which He had made of His 
resurrection should prove to be false. 


At the beginning of the chapter where- 
in my text is found we read of the visit 
of Mary Magdalene to the sepulchre, 
having come very early when it was 
yet dark. Seeing that the stone was 
rolled away, she hurried to inform Peter 
and John. Immediately these two dis- 
ciples went to the tomb to see if what 
had been reported was true. They 
should have borne witness that it was 
true without having to go to the tomb. 


It would have been a fine demonstra- 
tion of their faith in the Word of their 
Savior, if they had refused to go to the 
tomb but had gone in the opposite di- 
rection to announce the glad tidings. 
Evidently John outran Peter but when 
he got to the tomb he hesitated to enter. 
When Peter got there he walked in with- 
out a moment's hesitation. Entering he 
saw the linen in which the body of Jesus 
had been wrapped, and ALSO THE 
NEATLY FOLDED NAPKIN BUT THE 
LORD WAS GONE. 


Emboldened by Peter’s action, John 
entered the tomb and when he saw the 
situation, he believed. It didn’t take 
him long to realize that something mar- 
velous had taken place. That great 
stone had been rolled away, not to let 
Christ out, but to let in the rest of us, 
that we might see and believe. There 
are many interesting details about this 
story, all of which are worthy of care- 
ful attention, but I want us to fix our at- 
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tention upon the folded napkin, small 
though it be: 


While it is a little thing, yet it is full 
of meaning and wonderfully significant, 
as are all the little things of God. “Why 
should this detail be added to the 
story?” asks Dr. R. A. Torrey. As we 
contemplate it, we shall discover that it 
bears mute but glowing testimony to the 
life, death and resurrection of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


As we think of this little napkin, may 
I point out that 


IT BEARS TESTIMONY THAT 
JESUS DIED. 


NLY DEAD PEOPLE were bound with 

grave clothes. I believe from all the 
circumstances surrounding the prepara- 
tion of the body of Jesus for burial, that 
those who handled Him must have been 
convinced of the reality of His death. 
Satan would like to have men believe 
that something else happened than the 
reality of death, perhaps a deep faint. 
This would be for the purpose of dis- 
proving the revelation that He actually 
rose from the dead. 


But does it make any difference 
whether or not Jesus died? Why magnify 
the death of a person? 


I once heard a man say that he was 
more concerned about the beautiful life 
of Jesus, than with the gory sights which 
clustered about His death. So far as this 
man was concerned, that part of the 
Bible story might be omitted. We must 
remember our salvation begins at the 
Cross and not at the cradle in Bethle- 
hem. The hope of forgiveness for any 
soul stems out of the fact that He actual- 
ly died. God could not be satisfied with 
anything less than the actual death of 
Jesus as a payment for the sins of men. 
The death of Jesus was not an illusion 
nor a delusion. 


Jesus died according to the Scriptures. 
This is the constant emphasis of the 
Word of God. There was no trance 
about it. He died just as the Bible de- 
clares. He died according to the will of 
God. It could not have been otherwise. 
He died that God might remain just, and 





at the same time justify the ungodly. 
His death was a marvelous demonstra- 
tion of the love of God for a poor, perish- 
ing world. 


Let us never get away from the truth 
that Jesus died according to the needs 
of men. Nothing less than His death 
could avail for sinners. The example 
of His life was beyond us. None of us 
could possibly measure up to it. The 
only way to meet the just wrath of God 
toward wicked men was to meet it 
Himself, and this He did. 


“For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for the 
ungodly.” (Romans 5:6). Then in Ro- 
mans 5:8, read how “Christ died for us.” 
He bare our sins in His own body on the 
tree. Jesus died as a sinner: He died 
between sinners and was buried as a 
sinner. The napkin of which we are 
studying was a grave cloth. It was a 
thing that belonged to the grave and to 
death, and it bears striking testimony 
that He died for us. 


Further consideration of this bit . of 
cloth is to note that 


IT BEARS TESTIMONY THAT 
JESUS HIMSELF HAD COME 
TO LIFE. 


READ in the seventh verse of the 

twentieth chapter of John, how the 

napkin was “wrapped together in a 
place by itself.” 


I do not believe this would have been 
done if the body of Jesus had been 
stolen as some might claim. There 
would have been no time for this ar- 
rangement. The Lord Himself folded 
that napkin. It was the work of His own 
hands as He had come back to life. It 
was folded neatly and in a place by 
itself. Was not this characteristic of 
Jesus? 


Our Lord was never in a hurry. He 
didn’t have to be! All of time belonged 
to Him as well as eternity. After word 
had come to Him that Lazarus was nigh 
unto death, He did not rush over to the 
place of His sick friend. He tarried two 
whole days before going. 


On the way to heal a man’s daughter 
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who was in a desperate condition, He 
stopped to deal with a women who had 
touched the hem of His garment. So on 
this momentous occasion, His blessed 
traits are wonderfully in evidence. Just 
as He was always calm under all condi- 
tions, even in the hour of His death, we 
find Him so in the glory and might of 
resurrection. 








In His earthly ministry the Lord Jesus 
was always orderly. I do not believe 
He was ever untidy and careless. When 
it was time to feed the five thousand 
men, besides women and children, they 
were not seated as a confused mass of 
people. He directed them to be seated 
in companies. 


When He sent forth His disciples, He 
carefully commanded and _ instructed 
them. All was done with deliberation 
and discrimination. This napkin was 
not thrown to one side as if it were mere- 
ly incidental; but according to His na- 
ture and the custom of His life, the tomb 
that He was about to leave, was left in 
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orderly fashion. Is it any wonder then 
that John saw and believed? How could 
it have been otherwise? 


As I contemplate further all that is sug- 
gested by the folded napkin I find that

AM SURE that actual physical hands 

folded that napkin. They were the 
very hands which only a short time be- 
fore had been cruelly pierced with 
spikes to hold them firmly to the ac- 
cursed Cross. The grave clothes were 
left like a chrysalis. Jesus slipped out of 
them with the greatest ease because His 
resurrection body could not be bound by 
natural law. 


We have every reason to believe that 
our blessed Savior rose physically as 
well as spiritually from the dead. Mod- 
ernism rejects this truth, Many a mod- 
ernist declares that our Lord did not rise 
out of that tomb in a literal sense, but 
the Bible says He did. 


In spite of the fact that so many feel 
the Old Testament does not teach the 
truth of resurrection, one of the most 
glorious of the Messianic Psalms so de- 
clares, because we read in Psalms 16:10, 
“For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; 
neither wilt thou suffer thine holy one to 
see corruption.” The latter portion of 
this text is a direct prophecy of His 
physical resurrection. 

Jesus clearly taught that He would rise 











physically for we read of it in John 2:18- 
22, “Then answered the Jews and said 
unto him, What sign showest thou unto 
us, seeing that thou doest these things? 
Jesus answered and said unto them, De- 
stroy this temple, and in three days, I 
will raise it up. Then said the Jews, 
Forty and six years was this temple in 
building, and wilt thou rear it up in three 
days? But he spake of the temple of his 
body. When therefore he was risen 
from the dead, his disciples remembered 
that he had said this unto them; and 
they believed the Scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said.” 


The Jews never forgot these words, 
and it accounts for the fact that the tomb 
was sealed so tightly and a guard was 
placed before it. 


Our Master gave a personal demon- 
stration of His physical resurrection 
when He challenged His disciples to 
handle Him and see that it was He, him- 
self, who stood before them. He drew 
attention to His hands and feet for these 
were what they had seen nailed to the 
Cross. In so doing He was showing con- 
clusively that He was not a disembodied 
spirit. 

On one occasion He ate broiled fish 
and honeycomb with them before which 
incident ali merely spiritual concepts of 
His resurrection, must flee. Jesus rose 
from the dead and from the tomb. “O 
grave, where is thy victory?” What 
comfort it is to our hearts to know that 
the grave is not all-powerful! 


We are not yet through with this bit 
of cloth because 
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IT BEARS TESTIMONY THAT 
JESUS WAS INFINITE 
IN POWER. 


IHE BOOK OF ROMANS opens with 

the declaration that Jesus is “de- 
clared to be the Son of God with power, 
according to the spirit of holiness, by 
the resurrection from the dead.” (Romans 
1:4). We see Him the Son of God with 
power. 


I memorized this morning that beauti- 
ful statement as found in Psalms 62:11, 
“God hath spoken once; twice have I 
heard this; that power belongeth unto 
God.” It takes nothing short of the 
power of God to cope with the power of 
death and the grave. 


When Lazarus came forth from the 
grave at the command of the Lord, he 
was alive, but bound. Jesus had to 
order that he be released from his grave 
clothes. But it was not so with the risen 
Christ. No power on earth or among 
men could hold against the power of 
heaven. He was not to be held by the 
grave. 


The empty tomb of Jesus containing 
the elements of the old life, shows that 
One had come into the world who was 
stronger than death. Praise God there 
was a Man who could empty a grave 
when men had filled it! 


If you lay imprisoned in some great 
fortress, and one who loved you went 
forth to try to rescue you, but fell and 
died fighting, you would cherish the 
memory of your friend’s valiant effort 
on your behalf but you would still re- 
main in chains and undelivered. So 
would it have been with those whom 
Christ came to save if He had not risen 
—those for whom He gave His life would 
have been undelivered. But Christ has 
conquered death and holds in His hands 
the keys of the grave.

“And the multitude of them that be- 
lieved were of one heart and of one 
soul: neither said any of them that aught 
of the things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all things com- 
mon. And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus: and great grace was 
upon them all.” (Acts 4:32-33). 


















“Fundamental Christianity” in the Rocky 
Mountain area. Fundamentalists are, 
of course, believers who exalt_the per- 
son and deity of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Defenders’ organization knows 
that there are elements that would like 
to use such @ plan as a means for cur- 
tailing distribution of the New Testament, 
on the grounds that it is an anti-Semitic 
book.

Churches have been 
pulled down, or turned into clubs; re- 
ligious shrines despoiled, burial grounds 
desecrated; and the clergy persecuted 
and slain. The denial of religious lib- 
erty and the wiping out of all religions 
are an important part of the Communist 
program.” 


Now let me call your attention to an- 
other statement from Communist sources 
to help us answer our question. This is 
from “The A.B.C. of Communism,” by 
Bucharin and Preobraschensky. It is 
short, so note the contents carefully: 


“Religion and Communism are incom- 
patible both theoretically and prac- 
tically.” 


Here we have Communists telling us 
that it is no use ... Communism and 
religion are incompatible in every way. 
With this we agree! We wish that the 
false teachers and preachers in Church 
who say otherwise would also agree. 


Red Torture In Spain 


During the Spanish Civil War of 1936 
the world witnessed an attempt of Com- 
munists, politely known as the Loyalists 
and in whose defense such books and 
movies as “For Whom the Bell Tolls” 
were prepared, to seize power in Spain. 
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Over one million persons lost their lives 
in that small country. 


Even in America, high school students 
were offered $10.00 a day and a “chance 
at death” if they would go over and fight 
on the side of the Loyalist Communists. 
Ten dollars was a big temptation in 1936 
and several thousand boys accepted. 
Many never came back. 


Captain Antonius Raab wrote a story 
showing how prisoners were driven in- 
sane and murdered by the Communists, 
how Russian controlled jailors put cap- 
tives into “death crates: Captain Raab 
was an international manufacturer and 
a famous world war aviator. Here is 
part of his story: 


“This is the story of Russia's seizure 
of the Spanish Government and the 
reign of terror that followed it up to Bar- 
celona’s fall. I believe no other living 
person could tell it in detail. Those most 
familiar with the general outline of the 
frightful narrative are insane or dead. 


“The Russians threw 300,000 Spanish 
people into jail and 10,000 foreigners 
whom they accused as spies. And in 
February, 1937, I was arrested as a spy 
and flung into prison. In the seventeen 
months that followed, I was dragged out 
of one prison and dumped into another 
so often, that I am not sure of the num- 
ber. 


“The Russian officers broke the crypts 
open, emptied the coffins on the floor, 
searched the garments of the dead for 
gold and precious stones. Almost all 
the bodies long ago had mummified and 
they were scattered about the floor of 
the crypt. amid the smashed coffins. 


“Now what happened to Kuhn (a fel- 
low prisoner) must have happened to 
many others. But Kuhn’s case I know 
by my own senses. He was called be- 
fore the board to confess himself a spy. 
Kuhn could not confess, no more than I 
could. They beat me with a rubber club 
until my right leg and side were para- 
lyzed for days. But Kuhn, this is what 
they did to him: 


“They went into the crypt and dragged 
out the body of a dead nun, a body that 
had reposed there for many long years 
and it was quite mummified. They dis- 
robed it and carried it to his box. 


“They tied the naked corpse of the 
nun to him, his face to her face. They 
tied his hands around with wires and 
left the living and the dead together. 
But not for long were they living and 
dead. It was the dead and the dead, 
for no man could survive such a final 
fiendish act as was inflicted on Kuhn 
... and he must have been glad to die.” 


This is a ghastly story, but it is not an 
unusual one where the reds have been 
allowed to march freely upon a country. 





Pictures of those days are forgotten, but 
full pages of photographs in the files of 
the Lutheran Research Society. titled 
under such headings as “Nothing 
Sacred” and others, indicate in a graphic 
way the manner in which Communists 
“tolerate” religion. 


May God save America from such an 
experience! 
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May God preserve the Church from 
having pictures hanging in its sacred 
portals such as the one illustrated with 
this article. May God awaken the peo- 
pie in this eleventh hour so that re- 
pentance, prayer, and Christian action 
may save western civilization from the 
fate of other countries.

try was materially effected by the 
recent Supreme Court decision, outlaw- 
ing religious education classes in the 
American public school system. Here- 
tofore, thousands of schools, reaching 
into every State of the Union, have per- 
mitted such training by voluntary ar- 
rangement. 


Champaign, Illinois is an example: 


Thirty-minute classes have been held 
each week, for five years, on “released 
time.” Instructors were provided for 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish students. 
A local Council of Religious Education 
and the Champaign school board super- 
vised the undertaking. No pupil was 
permitted to attend without written pa- 
rental consent. Outside instructors — 
not the regular school faculties, con- 
ducted the classes. 


The atheistic mother of a Champaign 
pupil, protested. She finaily took the 
matter to the United States Supreme 
Court. On November 12, 1947 two Jew- 
ish organizations, the Synagogue Coun- 
cil of America and the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council, 
asked the Supreme Court to rule uncon- 
stitutional the program of religious edu- 
cation adopied on a voluntary basis in 
the Champaign, Illinois schools. The 
Synagogue Council stated that “prac- 
tically all American Jewish organiza- 
tions, religious and lay” joined with 
them in protesting to the high court. 


Meanwhile Leo Pfeffer, assistant di-

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rector of the Commission on Law and 
Social Action of the powerful American 
Jewish Congress, called for outlawing re- 
ligious education in all public schools 
throughout America. On March 8th the 
Supreme Court decreed that henceforth 
such instruction shall be illegal. John 
L. Franklin, attorney for the Champaign 
school board, says: “I do not believe 
that this decision will live in our law.” 


Rev. A. R. Cartlidge, chairman of the 
local committee which set up the re- 
ligious program in the schools of the 
city, says: “This seems to commit the 
United States to a definite irreligious at- 
titude.” 


Intelligent appraisal of the decision, 
recognizes the principle of Church and 
State separation, to be involved. But 
‘critical analysis suggests that the lan- 
guage of the opinion is too general .. 
and that it takes in too much territory. 
Morally, the decision must be regarded 
as a triumph for the forces of atheism 
and Communism. 


Negative, destructionist, anti-Christ 
groups, can now go into court and de- 
mand that everything inconsistent with 
their perverted doctrines, be eliminated. 
This could conceivably include Church 
architecture, sacred music, the history of 
religious movements and references to 


the Word of God. 


The question now arises: If Christian- 
ity is to be outlawed from American 
class rooms .. . what about atheism? 
What about such textbooks, as those by 
Professor Rugg, circulated into the mil- 
lions of copies, which openly expound 
the Marxist philosophy? Atheism is the 
religion of Marxism. What about the im- 
proved theory of evolution, which is 
clearly atheistic? 


Perhaps Emerson’s proverb applies 
here: “Whoever builds a fence always 
fences out more than he fences in.”

The speakers 
seem to be ashamed of the Christian 
ideals and Rightist philosophy that have 
made our Country great. There is a 
tendency to dilute and disfigure every- 
thing, to fit the Leftist pattern. 


Complaints are being heard that the 
scripts apologize for America, instead of

On the eve of the Communist seizure 
of Czechoslovakia, the terrified citizens 
of that country heard a soothing broad- 
cast from the “Voice of America,” assur- 
ing them that “different ideologies can 
get along together in the world.” 


The House Appropriations Committee 
reported a short time ago that the New 
York group, preparing the scripts, was 
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dominated by a director who slanted 
the programs in favor of Communist 
theories. A survey demonstrates that 
the same news items are broadcast in 
different terms, to different countries. 
Russia is showed tender solicitude, to 
avoid hurting the feelings of her leaders. 


To illustrate: 


When General Eisenhower, made his 
final report to the President, he stated 
that Western Europe was “threatened by 
strangulation, by a militant political 
party whose obvious purpose is to pro- 
mote chaos and insurrection for the ad- 
vantage of an alien ideology.” 


But the “Voice of America” translated 
the passage in this manner: “According 
to General Eisenhower, without the re- 
covery of Western Europe, America 
would find itself facing Eurasian des- 
potism.”

America. A New York staff translates 
them into the languages of the. country 
to which they are beamed. If handled 
properly, the effort could be made a 
meritorious service to a world that needs 
the enlightenment America has to offer. 


Instead of keeping a taboo upon the

“On August 1, 1945, there was signed 
in Berlin by Joseph V. Stalin, Harry Tru- 
man, and C. R. Attlee, a document, to- 
gether with implementing decisions and 
commitments in which representatives 
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of the United States Government par- 
ticipated, pursuant to which some 16,- 
000,000 men, women and children in 
eastern Europe were forcefully dislodged 
from their homes; their property was 
confiscated and they were driven into 
the various zones of Germany and Aus- 
tria. I speak, Mr. President, of the Pots- 
dam agreement, and the implementing 
decisions of the International Control 
Council... 


“In the negotiations, decisions, agree- 
ments and commitments they decided to 
adjust populations to geographical 
areas, instead of geographical areas to 
populations, even though the plan called 
for the mass expulsion of millions of 
innocent human beings. 


“Pursuant to the agreement, Mr. Presi- 
dent, some 16,000,000 persons, who were 
then living in countries that are now 
curiously enough behind what is now 
called the iron curtain, whose chief 
crime against humanity was that they 
had traces of German blood pulsing in 
their veins, were heartlessly assembled 
like cattle and dumped into Germany 
and Austria. 


“It is estimated, Mr. President, that 
between 20 and 25 per cent of these per- 
sons perished in the process of expulsion 
from lack of food, shelter, or from mal- 
treatment. 


“That is what the United States Gov- 
ernment agreed to, Mr. President: that 
is the unholy record of the United States 
Government. I am not talking about the 
Mongolian invasion. I am talking about 
Americans and what their Government 
is thinking in the Twentieth Century... 


“I cannot imagine my voting for the 
bill as reported by the committee. I 
would rather cut the tongue out of my 
mouth than to vote ‘yea’ for such an 
infamous bill.” 
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world, to the rule of tyrants in the old 
world, were living in small groups called 
colonies, dotted along the Atlantic sea- 
board. 


They wanted freedom to worship as 
they pleased. They wanted to live on a 
higher level than dumb brutes. They re- 
sented autocratic governments that 
made slaves of their subjects. They re- 
jected the theory of the divine right of 
kings. They wanted a voice in the gov- 
ernment themselves. 


During the eighteenth century, punish- 
ment for alleged crimes against the all- 
powerful governments, was atrociously 
severe in all the countries of Europe. 
Governments were heartless. There was 
no trial by jury. The accusation of a 
king, or a government official, was suf- 
ficient to put a man to death. Many 
modes of torture were invented. The 
citizen was a slave of the state. 


Then there was a tea party in Boston. 
The patriots were concerned with some- 
thing far more serious than paying taxes 
on tea. They were determined to limit 
the powers of government. A new idea 
was born. A new contribution was made 
to the science of government. _ Hence- 
forth in the new world the citizen would 
be the master, not the serf, of the gov- 
ernment. 


Thomas Jefferson later stated the prin- 
ciple correctly when he said the govern- 
ment that governs least, governs best. 


A convention was called in Phila- 
delphia. The purpose was to write a 
Constitution to become the basis of order- 
ly government in the new world. Sixty- 
eight delegates were chosen by the thir- 
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teen colonies. Some refused to attend. 
There was a conflict of ideas among the 
colonies. Hatreds had been trans- 
planted from the other side of the ocean, 


When the document was finally pro- 
duced, only thirty-nine of the delegates 
were willing to fix their signatures. But 
the colonies later voted approval. It has 
since proved to be the greatest charter 
for human liberty ever devised by man. 
It has proved to be rigid enough, and 
flexible enough, to maintain order, safe- 
guard liberty and bring greater blessing 
and prosperity to the American people 
than any other nation in the world, has 
ever enjoyed. 


Ten amendments called the Bill of 
Rights were added a short time later. 
For the first time on this planet, a whole 
nation was granted freedom of the press, 
freedom of speech, freedom of worship, 
freedom of assembly, right of petition, 
trial by jury, sanctity of property, 
privacy of home, and protection against 
unlawful seizures by the government. 


What more could a man ask! 


A nation of free men was established. 
Men who could manage their lives as 
they wished. This is the opposite of the 
so-called “planned economy” .. . that 
tells the man he cannot worship, he can- 
not choose his job, he cannot own priv- 
ate property, and that even his children 
are property of the state. 


Another important provision of the 
Constitution was that no other person, or 
even the government itself, could take 
from a man the fruit of his labors. This 
gave the individual citizen an incentive 
toward honest labor and constructive 
toil. Compare this with the countries 
dominated by Communist governments 
— where the state takes everything the 
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citizen produces, and hands him back 
whatever the bureaucrats wish him to 
receive. 


The fifth article of the Bill of Rights 
says: “No person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law: nor shall private prop- 
erty be taken for public use without just 
compensation.” 


This provision, dealing with life and 
property, is identical with two of the Ten 
Commandments: “Thou shalt not kill” 
and “Thou shalt not steal.” 


I repeat what I said a few minutes ago 
—that human liberty is rooted in the 
moral law. 


Thus the Constitution removed govern- 
mental restrictions and opened the way 
to unlimited opportunity. More than 45- 
million Americans now carry life in- 
surance policies. Over 50-million have 
personal saving accounts. More than 
15-million families own their homes and 
farms. 


We have witnessed greater progress 
in every field — transportation, commu- 
nication, education, manufacturing and 
invention, than could have otherwise 
been the case. Free enterprise. Indi- 
vidualism. Human liberty. Thanks to 
the Constitution of the United States! 


A system of government that has 
made all this possible, giving this part 
of the world the highest living standards 
ever known, opening the way for prog- 
ress surpassing anything previously 
dreamed or imagined, granting more lib- 
erty to her people than any other nation 
— SUCH A SYSTEM IS WORTH SAV- 
ING. It must be saved. 


Henry Clay once said: “The Consti- 
tution of the United States was not mere- 
ly for the generation that then existed, 
but for posterity, unlimited, undefined, 
endless, perpetual posterity.” 


George Washington presided at the 
sessions in Philadelphia when the Con- 
stitution was being drafted. On the back 
of his chair there was a painting of the 
Sun, just appearing above the horizon. 


There were many weeks of discussion 
and debate. Sometimes it looked like 
the convention might break up and the 
effort result in failure. But finally the 
immortal document was finished and 
made ready for the signatures. It was 
then that the venerable Benjamin Frank- 
lin, in his eighty-third year, said these 
words: 

“I have looked at that painting again 
and again. I have wondered whether it 
was the rising or a setting Sun.

Now, I'll tell you a.story: 


At the Authors’ Club of Hollywood, California, of which I am 
a member, a United States Senator recently dropped in to be 
our guest speaker. He is one of the youngest and yet most 
popular members of Congress. He is a personal friend of 
President Truman, and quite high up in the counsels of the 
Administration. He was on his way to the present session 
of Congress and made some very interesting comments about 
its program. 


He predicted a long, hard battle over the Marshall Plan, 
with the possibility of events happening so fast that before 
aid is passed, Europe will be a totally different picture than 
the one the Marshall Plan is cut to fit. 


The Senator predicted that this session would usher two 
more states into the American union: Alaska and Hawaii, 
making us an even fifty states. He said that this would be all 
right with both big political parties, because Alaska would 
likely send two Democrat Senators and a Democrat represen- 
tative, and Hawaii would likely send Republican members 
to Congress. 


And he predicted —I am just reporting, now — that in case 
the Republicans nominate a military hero for President, the 
Democrats will have in reserve their military hero, General 
Marshall, now Secretary of State.

Now, atter all this interesting talk, the Genator from Wash- 
ington State turned to me and said: “The big problem of the 
present Congress, however, is inflation. —Isn’t that right, Pro- 
fessor?” My fellow members of the Authors’ Club looked at 
me rather surprised, and the Senator said: “I didn’t know I 
was giving away anything. I took a class under Upton Close 
at the University of Washington twenty-four years ago, on 
Oriental Life and Literature. However, we did not call him 





by his pen name, Upton Close — he was Professor Josef Wash- 
ington Hall to us!” 


Well, it was nice to have this recognition from an old stu- 
dent — even if he did grow up to embrace a different school 
of thought from his professor, and even if I had hope that no 
one would guess me, to be enough older than the Senator, to 
have been his teacher in the university. But meeting with the 
Senator and several other persons whom I taught in college 
a quarter-century ago has made me think of the class dis- 
cussions we used to have, and how it would be to turn one of 
these broadcasts into just such a discussion. I’ve brought 
some of my old students to the studio today. All right, stu- 
dents, lead off. 


JOHN: Professor, I remember you used to tell us back in 
1924 that you anticipated war in the Pacific, and that the white 
man’s empires in Asia would lose out. We couldn't see it then 
— but it all happened. What do you see now on the world 
scene? 


CLOSE: Well, I see the French.in Indo-China, the Dutch in 
Indonesia and the British in Hongkong continuing to lose out, 
even after the British Socialist government has given up the 
huge empire of India and the rich territory of Burma. 


I see the Russian expansionists going ahead in spite of the 
lessons of what has happened to the older empires. The 
Asiatics will turn to the Russians for awhile, for help against 
other foreigners or their own rulers whom they do not like, or 
in the hope of better living conditions. But as soon as they 
are rid of the other foreigners or disappointed in their Com- 
munist paradise, they will turn against the Russians — just as 
Sun Yat-sen’s movement turned against the Russians and 
drove them out of China back in 1927. 


You can put this down as certain history: The Communists 
do not know how to help any person or movement without 
bossing him, or it, afterward. And as surely as they continue 
to boss, the people they have promoted will turn against them. 
Asiatics, who are very touchy about their dignity, which the 
Chinese call “face,” will turn even faster than Europeans. But 
it will happen everywhere. Russian empire builders will find 
that preaching the gospel of Marx is not going to cause people 
the world over to bow down to them. 


JOHN: Well, Prof, you can certainly say “I told you so!” 
about Russia. 








BOB: You keep in close touch with Washington, Prof. 
What's the feel of things there? 


CLOSE: Bob, I think all experienced observers feel as I do: 
That Washington is in much the same air of mystery and 
growing awe of military authority, that marked the capital 
in the last few months of 1941, just before the tussle with other 
powers became overt war. 


The New York Post, a pro-Administration paper, recently 
reported that secret negotiations are going on between the 
State Department and various other governments, on the con- 
tribution of forces to an international army. Its first job is to 
garrison Palestine. Our State, Department is taking the initia- 
tive in this, according to the report. 


This State Department activity naturally causes similar ac- 
tivity in the Department of Defense, and reporters say the 
Pentagon Building, U. S. Army headquarters, is becoming a 
busy bee-hive again. Generals, colonels and even majors 
are again deferred to by bureaucrats who have treated mili- 
tary officers pretty casually since the last war was over. 


The big bureaucrats seem to have the smug assurance that 
they are all set for something, and the little bureaucrats whom 
budget-squeezers want to fire are becoming happily fatalistic, 
and saying: “Well, something is going to make us needed 
— if it isn’t the Marshall Plan, it may be war!” 


BOB: But you don’t think war is coming, do you? 


CLOSE: I think that Moscow will not challenge us with 
open war. By threatening to spread herself, Russia wants us 
to spread ourselves into weakness. 


JOHN: Prof, if the Communist Power wanted to make war, 
do you think the American people would back their govern- 
ment to fight it? 


CLOSE: I’m sure they would. 


But one of our former co-eds is holding up her hand. Speak 
up! 


ELLEN: Prof, you used to hold forth, back there in the early 
twenties, about the use of the word “democracy.” You said 


it was being used altogether too loosely and carelessly. What 
do you think now? 














CLOSE: I believe it was Woodrow Wilson who got us to 
using the word “democracy” to mean a “republic.” Before 
Wilson’s time the word “democracy” was used to mean a 
theory or system of government, not a country or nation. I 
believe that is still an improper use of the word. The United 
States of America, for instance, is defined in its Censtitution 
not as a democracy, but as a Republic. It is designed to be a 
democratic Republic. 


The word “democracy” means “people’s rule.” Often this 
people’s rule, or democracy, has been little more than mob 
rule, and so the word “democracy” came into ill repute, and 
men who fooled the people to get into power were called 
demagogues. 


Now the Communists have a trick of calling the Russian- 
type dictatorship a “democracy.” Actually, democracy should 
be the free expression of individuals, with the desires of the 
greatest number of individuals governing ail. Just as state 
control of people, even for their good, if you believe it is that, 
should be called paternalism, not liberalism. 


ELLEN: I knew you were always a stickler for words, Prof. 


CLOSE: I don’t like to see people fooled by word twisters, 
Ellen. Special interest groups have seen the chance to pro- 
mote themselves by championing the word “democracy.” 
Now, nothing is more undemocratic than for a small number 
of internationalists to force and trick a whole nation into for- 
eign policies its people are not ready for; yet every interna- 
tionalist group called itself the champion of democracy. 


Nothing is more undemocratic than for a small racial or re- 
ligious group to promote its interests above the interests of 
the majority: yet such groups organized and raised huge funds 
and called themselves champions of democracy. 


Nothing is more undemocratic than the formation of pres- 
sure groups to control Congress or control a political party or 
control radio and the press. But every pressure group calls 
itself the friend of democracy. Here’s a question from the 
organ of a group that claims to be the only true democracy: 


(Quote) “Mass pressure can always bring results. That's a 
good thing to remember when you're out with your petition!” 
The mass pressure these strange protectors of democracy, 
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. Dr. Winrod and Upton Close... At The Microphone 





self-styled, want is pressure to keep all opposition comment off | 
the air and out of the press and off the lecture platform. 


ELLEN: Well, we all remember how you used to battle for 
“free speech” and “free teach” on the campus. But I guess 
you've been in bigger battles for free speech since. What's 
the situation now? 


CLOSE: Bigger and bigger battles. What I’m afraid of now 
is that the new movement for Civil Rights will be misused by 
people who want to take away everyone’s rights but their 
own, just as the championship of democracy was turned into 
a racket by some agitators. 


This new national Civil Rights agitation had a kick-off con- 
ference in Detroit in April, 1946. The Detroit Free Press re- 
ported of the hundred delegates claiming to represent more 
than one hundred organizations: (I quote) “Many of these were 
recognized Communists. It was indicated that the Communist 
Party would have control.” Now comes the Pacific Coast 
Communist Party’s organ, the People’s World, with an appeal 
for mass pressure to shut Upton Close’s mouth. They screamed 
about “free speech” and the “bill of rights” when the Holly- 
wood Tawdry Ten were up before the un-American Activities 
Committee: they wanted “free speech” for the Ten, all right 
— but not for Upton Close. 


JOHN: Prof, I know no one’s fought harder for Civil Rights 
than you. 


CLOSE: I believe in Civil Rights, John, for everybody. I 
want some for myself, too. I don’t see how anyone can de- 
mand the right to talk and deny that right to others. 


ELLEN: I know whom you mean, Prof. I hear them yelling 
“bigot” and “hatemonger” at anyone who won't be bossed 
by them. I think we who went to school to you know you 
pretty well. You have your own opinions and you speak 
them out. That is certainly neither bigotry nor hatemonger- 
ing! 





BOB: Well, I’d say that the hate-mongers are those who 
would like to smother everyone who exposes their bigotry! 


JOHN: Agreed, Bob. 


CLOSE: Well, it's a comfort to have my students agree 
with me. Well, I see by the clock that time’s about up. It’s 
been great playing Professor again, with you grown-up stu- 
dents around. Not all of you are as politically prosperous as 
your classmate the Senator, but I’m proud of you all!

It seems to get its chief support from

IL DODDS was born on June 23, 1918, 
at Norcatur, Kansas . . . the son of 
Rev. and Mrs. J. G. Dodds.

THE KINGDOM OF GOD 
Mark 4:26-29; Luke 17:20-21; 
Romans 14:17. 























OLDEN TEXT: “Thy kingdom 
come, Thy will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven.” Matthew 6:10. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LESSON 
FOR TODAY IS “KINGDOM.” 


Two kingdoms are contrasted in the 
Scriptures, (1) the Kingdom of Heaven 
and (2) the Kingdom of God. Today's 
lesson is concerned with the latter. 


Jesus said: “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God.” Pharisees came to Jesus one 
day and “demanded” to know “when. 
the kingdom of God should come.” The 


Lord answered: “The kingdom of God. 


cometh not with observation.” 


The original Greek vocable, “para- 
teresis,” translated observation means 
“an intense watching, outward show.” 
The kingdom would not come with 
pomp, splendor or revolution, but rather 
quietly. The Lord’s answer undoubtedly 
met with disapproval. The Pharisees 
had an appetite for earthly power over 
the Gentiles. 


Jesus gave an illustration to a group 
of listeners regarding the manner in 
which the Kingdom of God would de- 
velop. He said it would be “as if a man 
should cast seed into the ground; and 
should sleep, and rise night and day, 
and the seed should spring and grow up, 
he knoweth not how.” 


The farmer deposits seed in the soil. 
Nature breaks the coat of starch. Or- 
ganic life comes forth. Green shoots 
resist gravity and push their way up 
through the soil. The planter does not 
understand the operation. 


In like manner, the coming of the 
Kingdom of God into human lives, is in- 
visible. It is a mystery. It “cometh 
not with observation.” 


The Kingdom of Heaven, on the other 
hand, involves an entirely different set 
of facts . . . which are not exactly per- 
tinent to this Lesson. 





Jesus said: “Neither shall they say, 
Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the 
kingdom of God is within you.” 


A leader of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, came to Jesus by night. 
The Lord explained the meaning of the 
foregoing statement: “Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” 


Nicodemus asked: “How can a man 
be born when he is old?” 


Christ replied: “Except a man be born 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot en- 
ter into the kingdom of God. That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh: and that 
which is born of the Spirit is spirit.” 


Paul had the same thing in mind when 
he wrote in his first epistle to the 
Corinthians: “Now this I say, brethren, 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God.” I Corinthians 15:50. 


John explained how the spiritual birth 
takes place: “Whosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ is born of God.” I 
John 5:1. 


The acceptance of Christ must be 
more than lip confession. Paul declared: 
“The kingdom of God is not in word, but 
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in power.” I Corinthians 4:20. Right 
heart motives toward God, makes the 
twice-born soul, the recipient of a new 
life. 

(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT “THE 
KINGDOM OF GOD IS DEMONSTRA- 
BLE.” 


The Kingdom of God is a present fact. 


Jesus said: “I say unto you, Among 
those that are born of women there is 
not a greater prophet than John the Bap- 
tist: but he that is least in the kingdom 
of God is greater than he.” Luke 7:28. 


Our Lord was referring to the admir- 
able human traits which characterized 
the life of the Baptist. But human at- 
tainment, at its highest, cannot qualify 
for heaven. Men must receive life from 
above. AND THIS LIFE IS A CURRENT 
REALITY.

OLDEN TEXT: “And this is life 

eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent.” 
John 17:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LESSON 
FOR TODAY IS “RISEN.” 


Christianity is the only religion which 
claims that its Founder is still alive. 


.BUDDHISM originated with a Hindu 
sage, who declared that release from 
existence is man’s final end. He died 
and was buried like other men in the 
6th century B. C. 


CONFUCIANISM originated with a 
Chinese scholar who offered his follow- 
ers only a philosophy of humanism and 
a code of ideals for the present world 

. . no god and no life after death. He 
died and was buried like other men in 
478 B. C. 


HINDUISM originated in obscurity and 
teaches that man’s ultimate goal is ex- 
tinction. No one can examine the sys- 
tem without being impressed by its 
numerous contradictions. 
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MOHAMMEDISM originated with a 
man from Mecca who taught fatalism. 
He died and was buried like other men, 
five centuries after the beginning of the 
Christian era. 


SHINTOISM originated in China and 
was later appropriated by Japanese 
cultists. It consists primarily in worship 
of ancestors, dead heroes and emperors, 
who die and are buried like other men. 


CHRISTIANITY originated in the mind 
of God. It was brought to earth by the 
Son of God. The Apostle’s Creed states 
correctly that our Lord “was crucified, 
dead and buried; ... the third day He 
rose again from the dead; He ascended 
into heaven.” The Christian religion 
presents A LIVING SAVIOUR TO A 
DYING WORLD. It may be contrasted 
with other religions, but not compared. 








Upon the foundation of the Resurrec- 
tion, is built the hope of a hopeless man- 
kind. Dr. D. L. Moody said: “Oh what 
gloom and darkness would settle upon 
this world, if it were not for the glorious 
doctrine of the Resurrection.” 


Let us on this Easter morning, journey 
with Mary Magdalene and Mary the 
mother of James, to the tomb where the 
body of the Saviour was placed, after 
being removed from ithe Cross. 


We find the seal of the Roman govern- 
ment broken. The heavy stone at the 
mouth of the sepuichre is rolled away. 
An angel, stationed inside the grave, 
waits to make an announcement that 
has brought joy and hope to countless 
multitudes. “Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, 
which was crucified: he is risen; he is 
not here: behold the place where they 
laid him.” 


The key word in today’s lesson is 
“risen” (Colossians 3:1), and the key- 
stone of the Christian religion, is the 
Resurrection. 





(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I JOHN 5:11-12. 


“This is the record, that God hath 
given to us eternal life, and this life is in 
his Son. He that hath the Son hath life: 
and he that hath not the Son of God hath 
not life.” 


Eternal life is manifested to our hu- 
manity in Jesus Christ. Death could not 
claim Him. The grave could not con- 
tain Him. 

The record says that Jews “gave large 
money unto the soldiers, Saying, Say 
ye, His disciples came by night, and 
stole him away while we slept. And if 
this come to the governor's ears, we will 
persuade him, and:secure you. So they 
took the money, and did as they were 
taught: and this saying is commonly re- 
ported among the Jews until this day.” 
Matthew 28:12-15. 


But this conspiracy of lies was com- 
pletely shattered by the chain of events 
that took place during the ensuing few 
hours. 


A portion of today’s Lesson describes 
the third visitation of Jesus to His dis- 
ciples after He was risen. They were 
fishing from boats on the sea of Tiberias. 
Our Lord waited on the shore. After a 
miraculous draught of fish, the disciples 
came to land. We are told that when 
they approached Him, “none of the dis- 
ciples durst ask Him, Who art thou? 
knowing that it was the Lord.” 


The same eternal life that was mani- 
fested in Christ, in the days of His flesh, 
becomes the precious possession of the 
believer through regeneration. “He that 
hath the Son hath life.” 


(83) THE KEY FACT IS THAT 
“CHRIST'S RESURRECTION ASSURES 
OUR RESURRECTION.” 


What does the Resurrection mean to 
us? 


It demonstrates the certainty of life 
after death. He died and lived again. 
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After the Resurrection, He recognized 
His friends. Several instances of post 
Resurrection recognition are recorded in 
the New Testament. This fact, assures 
us that we too, shall know our loved 
ones in the after life. 


Jesus was the sample, the example, 
the “first fruits of them that slept.” He 
came forth with a deathless, diseaseless, 
sinless, tearless body ... and “It doth 
not yet appear what we shall be: but 
we know that, when he shall appear, 
WE SHALL BE LIKE HIM.”

Ezekiel 1 to 4; 33:1-9 























OLDEN TEXT: “Son of man, I 

have made thee a watchman 
unto the house of Israel: there- 
fore hear the word at my mouth, 
and give them warning from me.” 
Ezekiel 3:17. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF TODAY'S 
LESSON IS “REBELLIOUS.” 


We are now entering upon the second 
quarter of 1948, to begin a series of 
Lessons on the “Captivity and Return of 
the Jews.” 


The prophet Ezekiel is introduced. His 
name means, “God will strengthen.” 
He began prophesying in B. C. 595 and 
continued until B. C. 573. Tradition says 
that he was murdered in Babylon, by 
members of his race for reproving their 
wickedness. 


Ih our times, synagogue Jewry forbids 


its members to read Ezekiel’s prophecies, 
until they have passed the thirtieth year.

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The Talmud, which blinded the Jews 
of Christ’s day, to the truth of His mis- 
sion, had its origin in Babylon during 
the captivity. He condemned Talmudic 
teachings in Matthew 15:3 and referred 
to them as “tradition.” 


Paul was undoubtedly referring to the 
Talmud in II Corinthians 3:15, when he 
said that Jews read the writings of 
Moses, with a vail upon their heart.” 


Humanly speaking, Ezekiel’s task was 
hopeless from the beginning. God said: 
“I send thee to the children of Israel, to 
a rebellious nation that hath rebelled 
against me.” Yet, the prophet had a 
task to perform. The servant of God is 
responsible only for the message — not 
the results. 


Ezekie] was given the following in- 
structions, before being sent to these 
people: 


Be not afraid of them. 

Be not afraid of their words. 

Be not dismayed at their looks. 

Be not thou rebellious like that rebellious 
house. 

e. All my words that I shall speak unto thee 
receive in thine heart, and hear with thine 


aoe 


ears. 
f. Speak unto them, and tell them, Thus saith 
the Lord God... 


It is a terrible thing for a nation to 
rebel against God. Such an attitude 
invites judgment. Ezekiel gave his mes- 
sage, even in the face of opposition and 
persecution. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EZEKIEL 3:17. 


Ezekiel was appointed a “watchman.” 
“Son of man, I have made thee a watch- 
man... give them warnings from me.” 


Matthew Henry comments as follows, 
on the office of watchman: “Ministers 
are watchmen on the Church’s walls 
(Isaiah 62:6). It is a toilsome office. 
Watchmen must keep awake, be they 
ever so sleepy, and keep abroad, be it 
ever so cold. They must stand all 
weathers upon the watch-tower. Isaiah 
21:8; Genesis 31:40. 


“It is a dangerous office. Sometimes 
they cannot keep their post, but are in 
peril of death from the enemy, who gain 
their point if they kill the sentinel; and 
yet they dare not quit their post upon 
pain of death from the General. Such 
a dilemma are the Churchs’ watchmen 
in. Men will curse them if they be faith- 
ful, and God will curse them if they be 
false. But it is a needful office.” 


It is obvious that a watchman cannot 
be sensitive to criticism. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT GOD 
NEEDS WATCHMEN ON THE WALL 
TODAY. 
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We are living in momentous days. 
Faithful watchmen are needed. Anti- 
Christ Communism is making strides, 
under the banner, “Banish God from the 
skies.” 


Enemies of Christ are carrying on a 
campaign to outlaw religious education 
from the American public school system: 
halt the distribution of Bibles by such 
institutions as the Gideons; delete cer- 
tain unfavorable references to the Jews 
from the New Testament: and destroy 
the civil rights of true Gospel preachers. 
If these conditions exist in America, the 
state of affairs in most other Countries, 
must be infinitely worse. 

Denver, Colorado was chosen as a 
testing ground for the so-called “Civil 
Rights” proposal, later introduced to 
Congress. The plan, as submitted in the 
Rocky Mountain area, provided for 
silencing “Fundamentalist Christianity.” 
A Fundamentalist is one who believes in 
the deity of Christ and the inspiration of 
the Bible. These views are objectionable 
to those who are trying to SOVIETIZE 
THE STATE THROUGH THE CHURCH. 

Modernism has inflicted a deadly 
wound upon the Church and devitalized 
its message. Communism and Modern- 
ism go hand in hand. One weakens the 
political structure. The other weakens 
the religious structure. The effort to 
unite Protestants, Catholics and Jews is 
an ominous trend. Many Church con- 
gregations, in the United States, never 
hear a true Gospel sermon.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LESSON 
FOR TODAY IS “SANCTIFY.” 


Ezekiel was among those taken into 
Babylonian captivity. Speaking broad- 
ly, the purpose of his ministry was to 
keep before the generation born in exile, 
the national sins which had brought the 
Israelitish nation so low. He tried to pro- 
mote a revival. He wanted his nation 
to humblé itself before God in repent- 
ance. 


After 21 years of prophesying, he was 
put to death. His prophecies are re- 
markable for the long range information 
which they contain. Some of them, par- 
ticularly those recorded in the thirty- 
eighth chapter of his Book, apply to the 
times in which we live. 


Ezekiel knew that the mission of his 
people was to preserve the light of 
divine revelation, in a world wrapped in 
pagan darkness. He wished them to ful- 
fill their destiny. Instead, they preferred 
to go their own way, and mark them- 
selves with the sins of a Babylonian en- 
vironment. 


An evil proverb was circulated among 
the exiled people, intended as a reflec- 
tion on God's integrity. They said: “The 
fathers have eaten sour grapes, and the 
children’s teeth are set on edge.” Ezekiel 
18:2. By this they meant to insinuate 
that God was punishing them, for the 
sins of their fathers. But inspiration 
prompted the prophet to proclaim: “The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die.” Sin, both 
national and personal, is an insult to 
God, and must be judged. 


Yet, Ezekiel made known the fact that 
Judgment would be tempered with 
Grace. God would use these people, in 
some measure, in spite of themselves! 
“I will sanctify my great name... which 
ye have profaned.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EZEKIEL 36:36. 


“T the Lord have spoken it, and I will 
do at.” 

God keeps his word. He had previous- 
ly entered into covenant relationship 
with Abraham, in whose loins was the 
seed, from which a body would be pro- 
duced, to house deity. Our Lord’s hu- 








man body was eventually formed in the 
womb of a descendant of Abraham. 


When God made the covenant with 
Abraham, He vowed to fulfill His part 
of the agreement, even though Abra- 
ham’s seed should turn their backs on 
Him, crucify His Son and become as a 
stench in His nostrils. “God is not a man, 
that he should lie.” Numbers 23:14. 


The covenant with Abraham was con- 
firmed 447 years later to Moses. Fore- 
knowledge caused an “IF” to be in- 
serted: “The Lord shall establish thee an 
holy people unto himself, IF thou shalt 
keep the commandments of the Lord 
thy God . . . But if thou shalt not do his 
commandments . . . curses shall come 
upon thee.” 


This solemn warning was ignored. 
The nation rebelled against God. They 
disregarded the covenant that had made 
them strong. They violated their oath, 
and apostatized. The word APOSTASY, 
is full of tragic meaning, whether ap- 
plied to a nation or an individual. Its 
only cure is judgment. 


(3) THE KEY FACT IS THAT GOD 
KEEPS HIS PROMISES. 


The promise of God to Abraham, “In 
thee shall all the families of the earth 
be blessed,” transcended human levels. 
It referred to the fact that Abraham was 
in the bloodline, between Eden and the 
Manger. 


The race which he founded, was meant 
to be the custodian of the seed, promised 
in Genesis 3:15. 


Despite man’s unworthiness and rebel- 
lious attitude, God kept His promises 
and continued to manifest loving con- 
cern. The plan of human redemption 
was consummated at the Cross as prom- 
ised. 


“He hath not dealt with us after our 
sins; nor rewarded us according to our 
iniquities. For as the heaven is high 
above the earth, so great is his mercy 
toward them that fear him.” Psalms 
103:10-11.
